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The White Grouse. 

Beiso Chaptbu VIII OP ‘‘Fibld Sports is Minsesota,” now 

IN Pheparation.

Id the early days of MIoDcsota, the comiROn pinnated Krouae 
was coniparatlYely scarce, and by far the grea'er number of the 
grouse seen on the prairie or around Its edges were the'' sharp- 
tailed,” or, as they are there generally called, the “white grouse.’’ 
The gray or common grouse was little seen until after the cultl- 
rsi Ion of the prairies, when It began to take the place of the 
white one, which baa gradually decreased until. In the oldest cul¬ 
tivated parts of the state, It is now as rare as the other variety la 
abundant. This Is very singular, perhaps unaccountable. In view 
of the almost Ideullcal natures and habits of the two birds. But 
it has been told me by so many old sportsmen there, and by some 
such as Generil Sibley (“ Hal-A Dacotah”), so absolutely reliable 
that It Is Impossible, for me, at least, to doubt It. 

lu VVabasha county, as late as ten years ago, the white variety 
would not average more than one covey out of twenty or twenty- 
dvu covers foudd, and In the oldest cultivated portions not that. 

But toward the bead of Buffalo (or Beef) river. In Buffalo 
county, tVIsconstn, some thirty miles across from Wabasha 
county, was a tract of country where they were as late as seven 
years ago far mure numerous than the common or gray variety 
.\nd here our friends Bolton and Haywood found themselves en¬ 
sconced In a comfortable farmhouse, at Ollmanton, ready for 
business. 

Fresh and cool was the breeze of a bright morning In early 
September, as they started out and struck Into the wheat stubble. 

" He who thinks chicken huollug tame sport should be with 
us to-day," said Haywood. 

" Are these grouse wilder than the others! ” 

” I can hardly say as to that. I have been here early in the 
season and have never found the white ones He as closely as the 
others; yet what few I have found In August,In Minnesota, were 
always as tame as those we found the other day. The wildness 
of birds varies ofteu with localities without any apparent cause, 
and these are not only wild at any lime, but all chickens are now 
much wilder than they were two weeks ago. Though they will 
still make easy work when scattered In good long cover, especially 
on a warm day, yet, as a rule, they are wild and lively, and re¬ 
quire good shooting and plenty of tramping,” said H. 

There is a singular fact about the wildness of game varying 
with localltlee, that I have never seen mipitloned; but It is a 
change to dlspoiltloo that Is to me unaccountable upon any other 
theory than that of mere difference In place. In San Diego 
county. Cal., no one eyer thinks of shooting at a meadow lark, 
yet they are dvu times as wild as I have often found them In Min¬ 
nesota and Illinois, where they were also unshot at. The valley 
quells In some parts of San Ulego county, where they never see a 
man, are as wild as those frequently shot at, and often are far 
wilder. 1 have found both hares and rabbits vary In the same 
way, many that I have been certain had never seen a man being 
as tvild as hawks, and In other places where they also knew noth¬ 
ing of man being so tame that you could almost kill them with a 
stone. In Pierce county, Wisconsin, I have found the ruffed 
grouse so tame that one could often, while on the ground or a 
fallen log, shoot the heads off of tw i dozen In a day If he tried; 
while In CHark county, not a hundred miles distant, they were so 
wild that it would bother a person to even bit one in the body. 
Yet lu b )th places they were hardly ever shot at, perhaps never 
with a shot gun. I have found the same difference even to a 
more marked degree, with English snipes, plover, and squirrels 
The quail of Minnesota Is also much wilder In Fall than that of 
New Jersey, though not half so much shot at. Of course the 
wildness of all game will vary with times of year, and even with 
particular days. But the difference of which I apeak Is still 
plainly visible after ellmlualtag all other causes, aud nowhere was 
it ever more marked than In the cootrast between the grouse of 
Odmanton and those of Wabasha county, not fifty miles away. 

Old Jack struck out at a pace that would have astonished 
many an Eastern dog trainer, and was soon careering over the 
stubbles 5U0 or 000 yards away. Across the wind be goes on a 
swift gallop, makings beat of nearly half a mile before he turns. 
Romeo too seems to koo.v that the short beats and close quarter¬ 
ing to which he was trained, will not do now. So bo soon ex- 
tehds bis orbit very decidedly, though be seems afraid to even ap- 
' proach Jack’s apparenf reckles.sness. 

“Isn’t Jack ranging too wlldi’’ said B. 

“Not a bit of ^t. He knows where he Is and what time of 
year It Is just as well as I do. He knows that now the birds are 
full gr 0^0 and travel a good deal on the wing, and that Instead 
of running from the patches of prairie grass a short distance on 
the stubble where they can be trailed, that they now are way 
out In these big stubbles, and that the more ground traveled the 
better,” said Haywood. 

“But 1 should think such wild work as that would spoil him 
for careful work.” 

“ Not a hit. Put him In a swamp where woodcocks are thick 
and he will strike a walk at once and not go fifty yards from 
me. It is not a question of training so much as one of good 
horse sense or rather dog sense,” said fl. 

After a while Jack pulls up so suddenly that he looks like a 
shut up telescope. His tall Just wiggles a little at the tip, but 
all else Is rigid. He stands but for a moment and then relaxing 
draws himself out like a lizard with tall slowly waving and look¬ 
ing around at the men, goes marching slowly down the stubble. 

“Hold on I There Is plenty of time,” said H., as Bolton 
started on a half run. 

“Why, it’s nearly half a mile.” 

“^jAll the more reason for not running,” replied Haywood, 

“There you seel” said B., starting again as a large grouse 
rose ahead of Jack, and went whirling away. 

“ Well, do you suppose y.iU would have got him by runningl 
You will lose more by getting excited and out of breath than you 
<mn peastbJy gain by haste," said H. 


Old Jack had dropped at the rising of the bird, and still lay 
there with nothing above the stubble but his bead which he 
occasionally turned to look at the men as they came up. 

V' Now be sure to mark the exact spot where these light and 
^n't take your eyes off until you are sure you have It located 
by some bush or other nati^l marks. To Bud birds the second 
time is now a very differeotThing from what it was three weeks 
ago,” said H. 

As they came up within fifty yards of Jack,Romeostlffened out' 
too without seeing Jack at all. 

“They are close ahead of Jack. Be sure uow and don't let 
them confuse you; and be sure and pick out a single bird to 
shoot at,’’ said H. 

Bolton, with trembling hands and knees, moved smilingly to 
the front with Haywood on one side and Romeo sneaking along 
one step at a time behind. 

And now they are only a dozen yards from Jack when suddenly 
there Is a tremendous hubbub of bustilug wings and the air some 
twenty yards ahead of the dog Is filled with a wild wbirltng med¬ 
ley of light brown and white. 

Bolton with his first barrel executes a handsome snap shot ou 
the largest space between the birds, and with his second mikes a 
dead shot on the smallest opening as they scatter out. Hay- 
wood^Wlth his first analyzes the anatomy of one while another 
comes struggling obstreperously down broken-winged, from the 
second. About thirty more go whizzing tumultuously ou un¬ 
harmed. 

“There, they're going to light,” said B , as after flying some 
300 yards, the birds set tbeir wings and went skimming swiftly 
downward toward the ground. 

“Don’t fool yourself,” said H., shading bis eyes and watch¬ 
ing them Intently, as with rapid whitlling beat of their strong 
wings, they still went on. ' 

Again they set their wings and sail low, swiftly skimming the 
stubble; again they change to the wbiffilug stroke; again they 
sail; yet still they go on, go on, go on; looking all the time as If 
about to light, yet going still on, still on, till half a mile or more 
away they rise with majestic sweep over a low rise of ground 
and fade into the horizon. 

“Bang my hair I if I don't take back what I said about 
chicken shooting being too ea«y,” said Bolton. 

“ 1 told you you hadn’t seen it all. And you haven't seen It 
all yet,” said H. 

“ What splendid fellows they are,” said Bolton, as Jack lugged 
In a full, full grown feathered, full breasted beauty. Its breast 
was a pure creamy white, mottled not with the broad mottles of 
the cuiumon grouse, but with finer black lines. Undurueaib It 
was snowy white with still less black. Its tail was a soft 
fluff of white feathers with a few stiff brown ones projecting. 
Its back was a rich brown more like the gamy color of the ruffed 
grouse. It legs aud feet were heavily fringed with soft downy 
feathers almost to the toes, and Its weight was about four pounds. 

“ That was a double covey; two run together. They are be- 
glnniag to pack now,’’said H. “And we’ve got a good tramp 
now to find them again. If we have any luck you’ll see the phil¬ 
osophy of having a boy to carry the game,” he added, tossing the 
two grouse to a smiling transport of some fifteen Summers 
whom fur the trifle of fifty cents they had engaged at the house 
to carry game. 

The country around them was a half and half mixture of 
prairie and low ridges of scrubby bru.sb, thin In many places, and 
burnt off In others, leaving a heavy growth of open prairie grass. 
Between these ridges rau valleys, most of which were covered 
with wheat stubble. Through nearly every one ran a swift llUle 
brook of clear cold water, deep sunk In high banks of tangled 
grass, making a much m ire agreeable buuUiig ground lliaii the 
dry tups of the Mississippi bluffs, although not so easy to tra- 
verse with a wagon. 

Reaching the crest of the low ridge over which the grouse dis¬ 
appeared, a soft green slope spread away before them on the other 
side for some (our or five hundred yards to another large wheat 
field. And even as they g.iz -d upon it Romeo’.s continuance 
stopped Its wavy awing, and he too stoppe I, took an Inquiring 
sniff or two aloft, looked up at his master, licked his chops, 
and took another sulff. puck's termination also slopped carving 
elliptical cones out of space, and bung with light pendulum¬ 
like motion behind; but he went right on, though, with a rlow 
walk. 

On he goes nearly 600 yards, with Romeo closing file at re¬ 
spectful distance In the rear. The fresh morning air sweeps free 
up the slope full In their noses, yet on they go. One hun¬ 
dred yards are passed, and Jac'.'s legs become more draggy, 
while his conclusion Is fast ossifying. Fifty vards farther he 
goes, then stops, raises his nose high In air, stiffens Ills perora¬ 
tion for an Instant; then relaxes and marches solemnly on, with 
Romeo crawling gravely fifty yards In the rear. 

On goes Jack for nearly 100 yards more at a funeral gait. 
Then be stops and stiffens his tall again, and with nostrils (aintly 
twlichlng at the corners, be stands for a moment. 

“Now be careful. Don’t m’ove from .vour tracks except when 
1 do, and keep Romeo at heel, for one dog Is enough here. And 
don't speak a word, for somciimcs I think the sound of voices 
makes them rise wild,” said H. In a low toue. 

Butuotyet. Jack’s rigid muscles relax; his postscript begins 
to wave again; be takes a few high but dainty snifflicks his 
chops, looks at bis master with a bright sptrkle In his hazel eye, 
and then resumes bis funereal pace. Fifty yards more snd we are 
nearing the edge of the stubble; and Jack U evidently getting 
confused. For be looks here and there, sniffs this way and that, 
while his narrative's more rapid motion unmistakably shows un¬ 
certainty. 

And boa the old scamp been fooling us all tbistimel Or has be 
got In a cross current of wind that has borue away the scent! 

"Let him alone, you can’t assist him. Hu knows more than all 
of us,” aaya H., as B. looks Impatient aud wants to send In 
Romeo. 

Aud now see bow the old boy sweeps off to one side for fifty 
or sixty yards, and anchors like a rock. He has g<il tbs wind 
itralgbt at last, and there they are to a dead certainty. 

“Now be careful lo mark down as closely as possible every 


bird that gets away, for this Is at this time of year very Import¬ 
ant, as they don’t take the same dlrccllon as much as they did a 
few weeks ago; aud you see by the way a whole flock now risea 
at once that our best shooting must be on single birds," said H. 
“And remember not to stir a step until I do.” 

They swung around behind Prince and leaving Romeo braced 
In s rigid ratification of Prince, some yards behind, they advanced 
in line. 

“If only one bird rises you may take first shot. If two or more 
take those on your side,” says H. 

Even with Prince's nose they come, yet nothing stirs. Ten 
yards past him they go, yet nothing moves. Five yards further 
ahead, yet all Is still. Ten steps more and nothing stirs. la the 
old chap fibbing! One backward glance at that firm aet mouth, 
that wlKm- aUrIng eye, that rlgl.l body and Icy Ull, dispels any 
such IdEif. Are 'hey ruuulng then like the uiorihwestern quail 
often does. Yea, running as runs the granite boulder fast an¬ 
chored in the earth. Keen mast be the eye that can see that 
brown beauty close nestled under a taugle of prairie grass withiu 
a yard of B.’s foot. Yet with feathers all tightly pressed to bis 
body and light brown bead closely drawn in, he squats unseen 
and unsuspected vet with black beaded eye fixed upon B. 

“Bang iny hairl" says B iltoa, “if I don’t believe he's—’’ 

He Is Interrupted by a heavy b-b b-b-b-b-b as a huge bird of 
brown and white bursts blustering from the grass. And mark 
the difference between this and tho.se we saw two or three weeks 
ago In Minnesota. No more with feebly fluttcrlog flight, with 
unsteady course and slow wine, but nearly like the start of a 
rocket, It booms swiftly upward and onward ss If aimed for Min¬ 
nesota. And as B. Jerks bis gun to his shoulder, two more 
bounce bustling from thegra.'s beside him. 

Swiftly spout the flirae and smoke athwart the wake of the 
wild river; but he heave.* to for no such hall as that. Bing goes 
n.'s gun, a half a second afterwanl, and the gay whizzing beauty, 
like rocket with slick broken, plunges erratic to the earth. Quick 
as thought almost, Bolton wheels and retids the nether garment 
of another which comes sailing back In a cloud of white tatters, 
while the owner speeds on all the swifter for Its absence. His 
comrade mounting high on swift, defl lut wing lowers his aspira¬ 
tions at the crack of II.'s gun, and descends with a sullen hump 
to earth. But the other knows no such word as (all, and far 
away he spins across the stubble with whlflllng stroke of wing 
till he comes to a piece of prairie grass, five hundred yards 
away, when he sets his wings aud glides down Into the green 
bank like a a (ailing arrow. 

“Dead, I believe,” said II., watching him. "He lit without. 
Blackening speed.’’ 

B-b-b-b-b-b-b-h-bgo two more some twenty yards ahead as he 
speaks, and the two with guos half loaded, aland at gnze while 
they sweep across the stubble like snowballs shot from a cannon, 
and go saillug down Into the grass full 000 yards away. 

Old Prince now moves up even with his master, with gentle 
oscillatory motion of his remainder which quickly ebaugea from a 
contingent to a vested one, os he passes him a few steps. 

They move on a few paces till almost even with Prince, when 
with tumultuous racket a dozen birds break cover at once all 
around them. Some scud straight away for ihe place where the 
others III; some curl with a “ kuk-kuk-kuk-kuk” around to the 
side; some spin away at tangents to the curve cf the others; 
one flirts bis white shirt nearly over B.'s head; but all arc going, 
going ob, bow swiftly. 

So thinks B., as bis first barrel falls lo crumple the shirt front 
of the one wheeling above him, aud as he turns bis gun ou 
another sees U wilt amid a puff of snowy feathers at the crack of 
U.’s gun, and finds all out of roach as ho tries to get hi.s gun on 
another one. 

Jack uow relaxes the rigidity of his appendix and swings off 
a few yards serosa the wind, while Romeo with siowly-swaylug 
tall moves off the other way. But for a moment. For as he 
goes across wiud, R-imco suddenly throws himself Into a seml- 
I Ircle, and .stands with both nose aud tall aimed at a heavy bunch 
of grass a yard or so on one shle, and almost at the same Inst.tnt 
with a great flutter of white linen, three grouse with tmlsterous 
wing hustle themselves aloft. 

Where rests the eye on a prettier sight thau that of Bolton 
now does as along the curved rib of hla gun as It comes up, he 
sees for the first time to-day a swift bustling bull’s eye of white 
and brown I With exulunt thrill he pulls t he trigger, and the 
dull click of a miss fire greets hla ear. No matter, lloltou, you 
have learned more from that failure than from a dnseu shots as 
you have been shoollng. Piior consolation h* thinks, ss the fast- 
mounting bird sinks at the crack of H.'.s gun and oue of the 
others comes whirling down Just ss he Is raising Ills second barrel 
upon It, aud the other is out of rcaeh before he cun shift hla 
gun to it. 

But there Is no lime for valu regrets, for Jack has already 
struck an attitude th it In thunder tones tiesjieaUs business; and 
in ihat-lltllc buiu-li of low brush ou which hla eyes are so fondly 
gazing while the tip of Ills tall quivers wliii Ills violent eff irta to 
keep It stiff, you may be sure there Is Imlh life and lieauty. 

B-b-b-b-b-bang, go Hand B.'s guu together as they come within 
twenty feet of the dog, and nothing Is seen In place of the bird 
but a shower of wbiti feathers slowly settling to the grass. But 
scarcely has tbs smoke cleared when the heavy heat of slroug 
wings Is again heard, and (our clear the grass ten yards beyond. 
One drops at the crack of H.’s first barrel, and the other three 
spin away from the combined battery of the other two h.irrels 
with uproarious pinions and Inviolate raiment. 

How quickly the dogs know that nearly all are nowgonel 
One would think that the scent would remain strong enough for 
a minute or two to keep them deceived. Yet what Is more mar¬ 
velous Ilian the nose that tells a dog the moment a bird has 
gone! Nothing, unless the nose that tells him another yet re¬ 
mains when all but one have gone In a sudden burst. The first 
Is Romeo’s case; for he now goes sweeping hack and forth at a ’ 
rollicking pace. The second Is old Jsi k’s, for he never moves 
from his last position except to turn his head a Utile.

Wcwoald recommend hot 
romeutaUous morning and night, rub dry and apply, well rubbed lu, 
the f^oliowlug: Take or liuclureof arnica two ounces, tincture of opium 
and liquor auimouiacacb one ounce, water to make one plut, mix. If 
IbemuscIcBuf the shoulder over the shoulder blade are wasted rub 
them once a day with tincture of caotbarldes till quite sore, then 
grease once a day with fresh lard till healed, ibeu repeat. 2. An 
answer to this questiou w’oold require a treatise on rclHevlng, which 
our space will not admit of.

TIic Fox-Terrier. 

The CheEhlre terriers for Shropshire, for the sorts were Ideu. 
tlcnl) were perhaps best known to the world through tho kennel 
of .Mr. Stevenson, of Cliester, whose blood was mainly obtained 
from Mr. Poole. In the early days he won a few prizes, but for 
tbe moat part contented himself with breeding game useful dogs, 
for which be always found a ready market. Champion Tartar, 
whom I shall speak of again, waa of his blood, and the late Mr. 
Arrowsmitb, who won a good many prizes at Yorkshire shows, 
built up bis kennel from a bitch of Mr. Stevenson’s breed. An¬ 
other well known Shropshire kennel wss Lord Hill's. Ills dogs 
were, I think, rather smaller and neater than Mr. Poole’s, but of 
tbe same stamp. In former days 1 owned a Shropshire terrier 
bred by Mr. Stevenson from Mr. Poole’s blood, and be might 
serve as a good type of the sort. He weighed just fifteen pounds 
when In good condition, and though be showed a little bull In 
the bead, was not otherwise deficient in terrier character. 
For his temper and mode of work he was a thorough terrier, ex- 
cept that he was rather more teachable than Is usual. Ills bull- 
terrier descent showed itself chiefly lu tbe extreme fineness of 
bis ears. I have often seen him come out of a gorsc covert with 
his ears raining blood, yet always ready for another go-ln. 
One noticeable feature about these dogs was the almost entire 
absence of black-and tan markings. I myself have seen a good 
many, and never saw one so marked. Oue I have seen with that 
sort of dark brindic which we sometimes find In tbe Belvolr 
blood, hut as a rule If they were marked at all, it was with a 
light Icmoo-tan. I do not know whether Lille, who for many 
years rcigiicd supreme at Birmingham, had auy Shropshire blood 
In her, but her appearance certainly suggested It. 1 well remem¬ 
ber a Shropshire friend of mlue poiutlug her out to me at Bir¬ 
mingham as the stamp that he had bceu brought up to admire. 

The best known, however, of these dogs, and the only one that 
left bis mark defiidlely among show terriers, was old Tartar. He 
waa bred by .Mr. Stevenson, from Mr. Poole’s blood (indeed, he 
was ou hla slre’a side half brother to my old dog, whom I de¬ 
scribed). After winning some prizes he passed into the bands of 
Mr. Wootton for £40, a price which In those days created uni¬ 
versal astonishment. Subsequently he was bought by the Uon. 
T. W. Fllzwllllam, who at llial time also owneil Jock. Tartar 
bad a brilliant show career, and succeeded one year at Ulrmiugbam 
In beating his hitherto Invincible kennel companion, Jock. Tar¬ 
tar was a short, ihick-set dug, rather broad la chest, with extra¬ 
ordinary legs and feet, and wonderful muscle everywhere. At 
tbe same time he unquestionably showed bull, not only In hla 
head, but also In bis loins and thighs, where tbe muscle stood 
out In bosses, a feature never found In the true terrier. At the 
stud he was chiefly notable as Ihe sire of Tyke and Trumps:, both 
begotten from daughters of Jock. Tbe former was tbe offspring 
of that good lillcli, Xectar, and was In point of gameuess a 
worthy sou of Tai tar. Asa show dog he was fairly successful, 
and his name is to he found In more than one good pedigree. 
Tartar’s chief claim to fame as a sire, however, rests on Tvke. 
As with his father, disputes ran high over him, and even in the 
very zenith of hts show career he waa roundly denounced by 
some as a hull terrier. Unlike Ills sire, he waa a dog uf remark¬ 
able style and quality, though it could not he denied that bis fine 
coat, the hulUl of his hindquarters, and a patch ou one cheek, 
which admirers called hound-tan, and eneiulea brludlc, betrayed 
his origin. Hu In his turn In got that sterling good bitch. Natty, 
and a very neat d. g, Llttlc.JIm, In whom his.sire’s good and bad 
characteristics seemed to he iuteiisified. Another fair aon of 
Tyke was Mr. Procter's Tester. Indeed, It Is probable that Tyke 
had a brilliant career before him as a sire, when he met with au 
untimely end In a fight, not long after he had become the prop¬ 
erty of Mr. Gibson, of Brokenhurst, at tbe long price of £120. 

To Ellin up, I slnnild say that looking at tbe many good quali¬ 
ties of the Shrupsidre blood, especially of the Tartar family, 
there is no objection to a slight Infusion of it. But It needs to 
be handled gingerly, and a second cross of It would be almust 
sure to bring out objectionable peculiarities. 

1 DOW come to au Important branch of my subject, the cou- 
slderation, namely, of what I may for convenience call the Mid¬ 
land terriers, from whom, as 1 hclievc, our best show blood It 
derived. The three packs with which this sort has been specially 
connected are the Belvolr, the Grove, and Lord Middleton’s. An 
admirable accunnt of these was given In the Country by the 
writer to whom 1 have before referred. Two of these packs, the 
Grove and Lord .Middleton’s, had for their huutsineu members of 
tbe Morgan family, a race as prolific In huntsmen as the Napiers 
have been In soldiers. Consequently there have been, I believe, 
frequent exchanges of terrier blood between the two kennels. 
The kennel, however, which uas specially made a point of Ita tcr- 
rlera Is the Belvolr. Tbeh pedigrees cun be traced lu a direct 
line for more than thirty years, and though of course It would be 
Impossible to get a detailed account 61 all the links, It Is clear 
that there were dogs among them who would have held their own 
well in modern shows. As to their working capacities It Is Deed* 
less to dwell on them. The very fact of a particular strain being 
kept and cherished by more than one huntsman, Is evidence 
enough of its merits on that point. At the same time, I have my 
doubts whether they have been kept absolutely free from all In¬ 
troduction of bull-terrier blood. At least, I know that some 
twelve years ago prick-ears and pink noses were not wholly un¬ 
known among them; and I have been told that such traits do 
even now make their appearance occasionally. Besides these 
three packs, there are others that have had good terriers. The 
Brockiesby had, 1 believe, some; and their Tartar deserves spe¬ 
cial mention as tbe graud^ire of that good dog Jester If. Beers, 
too, the Duke of Grafton’s huntsman, specially prided himself on 
his terriers, and had some good ones, partly, I believe, of tbe 
Belvolr blood. As an evidence of the value of tbe blood, eape- 
clally for working purposes, I have been assured on good au¬ 
thority that he could always get £10 for a young dog, entered to 
work, before the present rage for fox-tertlera. Another who

paid apodal attention to bla tcrrlera waa Whitmore, the lion 
Mark Kiille'a liuiitatiian. He, like Beers, got some of bla blood 
from the Grove; and bla Grip, so bred, waa tbealreof Foller, and, 
through lihu, the ancealor of many of our best terriers. 

Just as tboroiiglilire 1 horses are often grouped Into three fara 
llleo, headed by the Drrby Arabian, the Byerley Turk, and the 
Godolihin Arabian—the Shorn, Ham, and Japhet of the turf, as 
they have hern called—so we may conveniently classify fox lcr- 
rlcra under the families of Jock, Trap, and Belvuir Joe. That, at 
least, will practically Include nearly all of any note. Other 
strains there ar.-, notably that of Old Koller, which have been of 
value, but they are almost extinct in the male line, and the 
dIvMott 1 Iiroproe will certainly Include nlneteen-twentlelbs of 
the really good dogs, F.rst, If not in merit, at least In the wide 
spread nature of his inlluence, comes Old Jock. .My own recoh 
Ipc iona of theohl dog date from his decllolug days; but I ran 
well believe what I have often heard allegid, that he has never 
had a superior, and scarcely an equal. My own Impression, 
based on the iccrdleclloii of what he waa when I saw him In bis 
wane at Birmingham show In 1 Stir Is that Buffett, Bloom,Olive,an.l 
perhaps Hornet ami Fussy, are the only terriers since, that could 
have hehl their own with him. At the stud he can hardly be sal I 
to have gotanything of the same class as himself; still, he bad a 
goodly list of winners among Ills progeny, and his hlood has come 
out with wotiderful success through hie daughteis. In fact, Jock 
bitches have been to terrier breeders what Touchstone mares have 
been lo the breeders of race hor.e.s. The best, perhaps, of Jock's, 
as B show dog, was his namesake, Joek II. the Birmingham winner 
In IS'J. He was a son of that grand hl.eti. Grove Nettle; at least, 
be was said to be so. I h iVe he.trd, however, doubts thrown on 
thi.s, and certainly Jock H’sutlcr failure as a stud dog throws 
Some suspicion on his pedigree. Another good son of Jock was 
Vassal, who won at Hlrmlughaiii In IStill. Ills chief claim to 
celebrity as a stud dog rested ou Gadfly. Gaddy was blmself far 
from a show dog; hut he begot a good many w inners. Including 
that most unworthy recipient of liigh lienor.a, Rivet. Gaddy, I 
should add, w as an uudoubled son of Grove Nettle, so it can he 
no matter for surprise that his name often occurs In a good ped 
Igreu. Vassal's dam was, 1 believe, of unknown pedigree; but I 
have beet! told by one who knew her that she was a rather weedv 
bitch, didelciit In coat, with a good deal of English terrier 
char,ietiT, This may account for cerlain ohjsctiouahle p cullarl- 
tlcs that have from time to lime shown themselves in the de- 
seeiidanls of Gaddy—prick-ears and Hue coats among them. 
One special merit of the (laJdy blood Is Its great gaiueness. 
Indeed, tlioneh Jock himself bore a doubtful character 
III this respect, his descendants have been as a rule 
consiilcuniH for p uck. The sni on whom Old Jock's mantle 
really fell, at least as a sire, was Jester. His dam, Cottliigliam 
•Nittle, was herself said to be a daughter of Old Jock. This, If 
true, strikingly illustrates the capacity of the blood to bear In- 
breeding, a cap icily of which 1 shall have more to ssy hereafter. 
Jester liimself was never shown, owing to an accident, and I 
sliouM hardly Imagine tlial lie had the style and quality needful 
for a show dog. His fame as a stud dog was established by hU 
two daughters, S it Ire and XL. Satire was, as I have said, out of 
a hitch of .Mr. tjtevetisoo's blood, and. besides wtunlng many 
prizes, she was the dam of good ouea. .XL was seldom shown; 
but most good judges arc agreed lu placing her among the beat 
ever seen. She was begotten from a bitch by old Tyrant, 3am by 
Jock, uu<l as Tyrant himself was a grandson of Jock, this Is a 
pretty good comment on the lengths lo which in-breedlog may 
safely be carried. XL herself, whether from Ill-luck or Injudi¬ 
cious mating, never bred aiiytliliig of any conspicuous merit. 

Of .lestcr's sons, by tar the most noted was Jester II, from a bitch 
combining Ih.' Brockic.sby and Lord .Middleton's blood. His ler- 
rler-like character, marred by a coarse head and III carried cars. 

Is too fresh In the memory of the public lu need description. As 
a stud dog, bis best success has been with that sterllug good 
bitch Akely Nettle. Her dam was a granddaughter of Old Jester, 
another Illustration of the aptitude of the blood for In-breedlng. 

There Is yet another son of Jock's that deserves mentioo, Mr. 
Shirley's Jack, H Birmingham winner In lSl)7. He passed Into 
.Mr. Gibson's hands, hUt was unluckily lost before he had time 
to prove his full merits as a sire. His memory, however, was 
preserved at Brokeuhurst, by his daughter Judy, the dam of .Moss, 
from wliom are desceuded a host of good dogs. Including Buffett 
and Bloomer, and thus, through two lines, Bloom.

EiiiTuit CIIICAUU Field:— It was with no little pleasure that 
I read awhile back lu the Chicago Field, a simple and truthful 
tribute frum the pen of .McK., praising the Dilley pointer, and 
corroborating my experience with ibis valuable etrala of field 
dogs, lor ill my case they have justified all their breeder claims. 
Hardy, staunch, enduring and speedy, with nose second to none, 
their tractabllily in the iield, their Intelligence in acquiring their 
education, and last but nut least,tbcircompauiouable disposition 
render them all that any spurlsman could desire. ' 

1 have, since 1S77, owned them lu their purity, atid up lo date 
they have never failed to produce results that 1 have never ob¬ 
tained, with one exception, frum any other pointer or setter, Im¬ 
port fd or native. The exception was my old Black Ned, and as 
be was one that It rarely falls to the lot of the lucky sportsman 
to own, and that but ouce during his shooting days, It Is not my 
Intention, cjusiderlug how brief is life, lo worry my brains en¬ 
deavoring to find bis duplicate, but to trust my chauce that 
Dame Fortune may cast her verli able shadow Id my path. Had 
my Don R.iyal (by Walker's Snipe ex-Dilley's Countess Royal, 
litter sister to champion Ranger) been properly handled and 
broken in bis younger days, I doubt If his superior could easily 
have been found, and be would have home nearest to supplylog 
the loss I met with In Black Ned’s death Don Royal's faults 
arise solely from having been broken in a slovenly manner, and 
not from lack of natural qualifications that go toward making a 
tlrat elass field dog. 1 have Just purchased from Mr. Dilley a 
pointer bllcli pup by bis champion Ranger, ex his Dolloy, and I 
look forward to the developmentof aomethlng extra fine for my 
shooting and breeding purposes In this youngster. 

I wrote Mr. Dilley some little time ago, asking bim as a special 
favor, considering our friendship, lo send me Countess Royal 
when she came lu season this Spring, that I might breed her to 
the Nevcraluk Kennel's Cruxteth (0. Lowe’s Young Bang, 
ex-.Macdona’s Jane) the finest stud pointer, In my belief snd es¬ 
timation, we have In this country, combining more, or as many 
crosses, than any other dog, of the Seftoo blood, of which 
Lcatherhead writes in such deservedly fiatterlng praise, and from 
this uni n I am anticipating the most happy results. I do this, 
and assume all expenses, not as a matter of profit, but as a test 
and experiment of ray views, as I doubt If I shall have any of the 
produce for sale, and If so, only dog whelps. I Intend retaining 
all, except one bitch, providing she baa more thin one, exclus¬ 
ively for my own use, or a dog pup, which I will return with 
Countess Royal to Mr. Dilley. Such la my faith In this breed, 
and I trust 1 have not been worshiping s false Idol. 


I shall never forget a little circumstance that took place In the 
Spring of 1877, at the time Mr. Dilley came with bla string of 
seven or nine pointers lo attend the New York dog show. As 
Mr. Dilley let them all out upon the lawn, Mrs. 0., my better 
half, waa looking at them. She afterward said, “ Ranger looked 
like a gentleman, a true bom aristocrat among the olbers." This 
Indeed, was true praise, as -he is not over fond of dogs, though 
always kind and most considerate to them, and she has an eye for 
the beautiful, except when she took your humble eorraut. 

1 biive received mofit Haltering teatlroonUls from a few eports- 
men who have availed themselves of the blood of my Don Royal. 

I say from few sporlsmeu, for be It understood I have not bred 
for wholesale dUtributlon aud pecuniary reward, but solely for 
quality and honor, and to raise the pointer to the highest stand¬ 
ard of perfection my means, Inlluence, lime and judgment can 
produce; and should 1 succeed In my efforts, I shall never follow 
breeding for a profit. The reason I have pinned my faith and 
hopes on this breed as a foundation on which to build my repu- 
Utlou, Is their natural field qualities, and workmanlike lout m- 
teoibU, with a high grade of beauty and physical perfection. 

Now, to my judgment, for a model merely of a pointer. Snap¬ 
shot takes the highest rank; but the workmanlike quality was 
terribly lacking ill him, which I have said is so prominent In 
Hunger aud Croxietb; In fact, It is singular bow strikingly alike 
these two last are. When I saw Croxloth at the last shew, I was 
greatly disappointed In him; but when I viewed him at the late 
Eastern field trials, my disappointment was turned Into admira¬ 
tion—he was simply grand! I have seen all the “cracks," 
Faust, Bow, Snapshot, aud many others, but this la my candid 
opinion after mature and deliberate C0Dslderstl.jn 
I have but few pleasures and Interests In this world, outside 
of my home, but my ruling passion and foremost Interest Is the 
elevation aud purification of all sporting matters; to false the 
sundard and tone of our dugs and pleasures afield. I don’t In 
elude or care a rap for those dogs that are kept to show once a 
year by gentlemen, or placed In the custody of a handler or 
breaker by the owner to make the circuit of field trials, for the 
laudable purpose of sffording his master the favor of standing on 
a bin top to view bis performsnce.s, and. If successful, that be 
may boast to Uls circle of admiring friends of owning such a 
wonderful dog, whose perforinauees were* this aud that, who 
had iieslen so and so, etc , ad infliiitum, but the dog that Is 
shot over, and masterfully handled by bis owner, who makes a 
companion of him, whose love and praise of him is engendered by 
the pleasure and first-class work derived lu his recreative field 
sport. 

This keeping and owning a dog like a trotting horse, who Is 
placed In charge of a trainer or driver to witness hts performance 
aud success from a stand, and to bet on, U simpiv prostituting 
field simrta and Its adjuncts from their legitimate use to a false 
purpose and gambllog end, and I sincerely trust this will ever re 
eelve, at the hands of all gentlemen sportsmen, the severest coo 
demnatlon and disapprobation. My meaning must not be con 
strued that I disapprove of field trials; far from It, and as a sub¬ 
stantiation to the contrary, I would say, I am Ideoilttcd with sev¬ 
eral, and give them all the support lu my power; but what I lu- 
tend to convey Is, that their good purposes aod results may easily 
be perverted to base uses. I am aware that some sportsmen, at 
their homes, find It almost an Impossibility, from lack of time 
or scarcity of game, to handle or break their own dogq suppos¬ 
ing them qualified so to do. To such It is nellher a discredit or 
disgrace lo have a dog broken by a breaker, and unfortunately 
many of us suffer from such disadvantages; but let even such. If 
they can, attend a field trial, show a disposition and their ability 
to handle and work their dogs personally, and ihen we can form 
some conception of the value of their opinions, and their fitness 
as shooting companions, etc. We have already too large a class 
that are simply mouth-pieces to herald triumphs snd successes 
broadcast over the land. I hope with the close of the present 
year we may chronicle a vast improvement. 

I also hope for the abolishment of a moat reprehensible and In¬ 
excusable habit our sportsmen, of late, have fallen Into; tbe 
writing of letters filled with scurrilous slurs, flung at one another 
In a most indelicate manner. Because -Mr. So-and-so fancies a 
dashing fast dog, aud excuses some flushes made In consequence’ 
or another fancies a pointer, a Laverack, a Llewelllu, or a steady’ 
cautious dog that works up a trail for all It Is worth, or one a 
dog who takes body scent, soother the foot scent, seems suffl- 
clent pretext for one or the other to Immediately rush luto prlut 
and endeavor to prove h s opponent a legitimate successor to 
Anaulas, Ignoramus, etc. Has it come to this pass, that we can¬ 
not Indulge in an smlcsble controversy, and exchange of views 
with a brother sportsman, or must we condemn to eternal ob¬ 
livion aud perdition all those who do not hold as we dof If so 
we bad better stop, and eschew all controversies lo future. ' 

One parting word, before I switch off from our frailties In re¬ 
gard to the effort to obliterate all social lines, and raise the erv 
of equality and fraternity for all. Even In this democratic gov¬ 
ernment such effort Is futile and time lost, aud can never be ac- 
compllsbed beyond a certain extent of polllenese. The lines are 
as sharply and distinctly drawn as those of the earth and sea 
and It has been written, It would be as vain a task as to expect 
oil aod water to amalgamate. The Inferior Is always uncomfort¬ 
able and unhappy In social Intercourse with bis superior, there 
being a restraint which cannot bo overcome, while on tbe other 
hand, the superior Is dreadfully bored In entertaining the Inferior 
from BD IgQoraoce of his customs aod manners, and this differ* 
ence, this lack of knowledge, each of the habits of the other, is of 
Itself a sufficient barrier to preclude all Intimacy, snd, further¬ 
more, that which the professloual considers clever and sharp is 
not countensneed by tbe Intuitive courtesy of tbe gentleman or 
amateur; so what one deems laudable, the other brands as dis¬ 
graceful. But enough, time, that solver of all problems, will pro¬ 
duce tbe convincing proofs In these field trials, as It has lu all 
other trials where tbe genlleman amateur comes lo ooen comoetl- 
tion with tbe profesaiooal. 

In conclusion, I must acknowledge my gratitude In reading. In 
the CnicAoo Fisld, such reassuring and good reports from many 
quarters concerning the welfare and future of tbe quail. I hone 
he has passed tbe last ordeal for 1881. The birds on Robin’s 
island are doing finely, and are coming out of this beastly Win¬ 
ter we have experienced, lo prime condition. We have bad a 
grand thaw for about a week, and the acarclty of snow and Ice Is 
something to be devoutly thankful for, while the sight of real 
bare ground makes one almost Imagloe he can hear the scape of 
tae snipe once more. Robins and blackbirds have been with us 
for about a week. I am much Interested In the preaententhuslasm 
about the destruction of hawks. Score me two, and as soon as 
the uoder-pinulug Is belter and a little more pisssble, I am going 
to have another shy at them. I have made It a rule for the

Mr. Herxberg’s Reply to Breeder. 

_ „ I Brooblxw, N. Y. 

I£uitou CincA<»o Piblu;—H reeder has come back again and 
I am pleased to note a decided Improvement lu his manoers' 
but am pained at the Increased tiicohercnry Of bla statements' 
and by the additional fact that he has fallen Into errors In’ 
• grammar," like Mr. Ilulllns 1 should not be amazed to learn 
that ho bad taken to “eye glasses” and “admiration of the 
ladles." I would be delighted If I thought Breeder had also 
become Imbued with some of .Mr. Holllus’ candor. 

But to come to the point, which Breeder seems to have for¬ 
gotten, I will requote the paragraph to which I first took ex¬ 
ception; It appeared In your Issue of aeplember 18. 1880, over 
tbe signature Breeder. 

“.My opinluu of lilm (Tory) would not Id any way change or 
he worth more, as Mr. Holllua thinks. If I hud seen him lately. 

I would not go fifty yards to see him again, because 1 know ho 
has a falling, which will not only last as long as be lasts, but as 
long as his stock lasts, too. He Is the sire of E uperor Fred 
whose legs are like his own." ' ' 

Breeder will not deny that ho wrote this. Let us examine It 
again, and, from the examlnalluii, see If this man’s judgment 
and veracity are worthy of credence, or If he does not draw on 
his Imagtffatlon for bis facta, and on hts narrow prejudices for 
his criticisms. 

Emperor Fred, that Breeder so superciliously condemns In Sep¬ 
tember, took tbe first prize at tbe National dog show at BIrmIng- 
bain in the following December, and won the champion prize at 
Manchester, two weeks after, beating the renowued champion 
Rock who bad taken a hundred prizes before. So much for the 
opinion of Breeder, as to the merits of Emperor Fred; so much 
for the deformities which competent judges failed to see.

blmself a success I 

In bis letter lu your Issue of the 5th Inst., Breeder says, “Mr. 
Robinson's letter went to show that Emperor Fred had no 
known sire, aud I believe that the probAbllllles are greatly In 
favor bf his being by Tory.’’ Is not this cooing mildly as a suck¬ 
ing dove, compared with the dogmatic assertion In September, 
Tory Is tbe sire of Emperor Fred, whose legs are like hlsownV' 
The mild uncertainty that has come upon this man Is a good 
sign, and leads me to believe that while Breeder can never win 
ae a writer, that the" Investigating spirit will come to him, and 
that aa he acquires logical methods and gathers facts his con¬ 
science will be so reawakened, as to lead him to look with real 
sorrow on the benighted days when he rashly tried to write 
canine criticisms for the edification of Yankees. 

Breeder says, “Had Mr. Herzb Tg asked me, with common

Mr. John K. Uobinson, .Mr. hnverack's friend and successor, 
replies to .Mr. Verotlliaw, loan English colemporary, as follows;

the crosses. I may add th.it ala'iit IhTI-r-J, he tried a cross 
wllh one of his best blicbes. tine of the litter was a very 
handsome black dog, which he offered to me, but, like himself, 1 
abominate a cross-bred auimal, no matter how handsome. Ihe 
black was sold or given to a brollier of Edward .-trinstrong. The 
Armstrongs believe that a ilusb iif tbc Nauwiirib Castle Is In the 
Laveraek. Quite a inlsq^kc. Tin' only cros.s Mr. L, retained In 
his breed was tbe E Imiiiid l astle. It is now nearly forty years 
ago, and at that lime Ibis strain was as pure and as good as his 
own, and the dog lie crossed with was a worn! rful performer, 
medium size, ninl splendidly formed; color, liver and white, and 
this Is where the latter color comes from. Bolb the dam and the 
sire are mentioned In his book Toe Setter”!, but not as being 
across. It was one of poor Laveruek's secrets. Uilhwell was an 
old snd esteemed friend of .Mr. L.'s, and the puppies be bred 
were out of a pure luteb tiy Bhb' I’rlnee, n that tliey were Lae- 
eraek’s own blood.

His dpigs 
got the Infection In transit from his shootltig Iti Seolland, helug 
ahut up In one of those abominable dens called dog-hoses. 
Prince and Cora wen- so bail with mange that be had to send 
tbetn to White, the vet, to tiave tlietii cured. A- to there being 
a " fatality" about tlie place, well, in my opinion he was right; 
aud the cause wa.s twei l.irgc stagnant ponds, oii^ adjoining the 
kennel on the iiorlb, and the other south of the house. Into which 
the drainage flowed ; and the dogsin.ide use of the poud. Be.sides, 
the sleeping berths were paved, w lile'i esU'cil ihein to be very 
offensive. The yard was laid with a sort of earttienware fl tg, amt 
properly drained,right enough. Tne situation I- aheaiiliful one, 
but the saullury arrangemcnls were had for the dogs. 

“I reared five here In the midst of a large towu—three my own. 
Daisy Is one, dam of Emperor Fred: La Kelcc is another, and 
her brother Itoek; also Victor, uow- In London, and Ituhy, which 
I sol I ti L. R. Price.

Editor CniCAoo Field:- I have just returned from a delight¬ 
ful trip to Milwaukee, where I was shown a great deal of cour¬ 
tesy, and innst give the aiiortlng getUlemcn by whom I was so 
hospltshly received, my hearty thanks for their kindly attention 
during luy enjviurn there. I was Invited to spend the afternoon 
wllh the well-known sportsman, Dr. G. A. Stark, and had a very 
enjoyable time. After dinner I was shown his fine kennel of 
setters, among which are Lady of the Lake, Dolly Vartien and 
two beautiful pupplea, six mouths old, which he has named 
Nimble and Cute. I also had the pleasure of seeing Mr. J. D. 
Oleolt’s celebrated Irish w-ater spaniels, cnnalsilng of Bornoy, 
Mike, Bridget, and Lady, which are an well known It will be un¬ 
necessary for me to describe them; sulllcc It to say llicy are In 
flue eoudltlon.

To Prevent Pcppies from Fueezino. —Boston, .Mass.— 
— Eitiivi’ Chitnyi) Fisld :—1 notlrc a number of your correspond¬ 
ents have, during this severe Winter, lost puppies by freezing, 
and 1 offer a few suggestions (or benefit In the future. Before 
your bitcli is ready to whelp, procure a roomy box, say three feet 
square, aud high ciiougb for the bitch to stand upright Inside. 
Cut a hole in one end the same as In n kennel, or make a regular 
kennel Itox. Hang a piece of old carpet or thick cloth from the top 
of eiitraiiee, so that it will come within two or three liiehes of 
the bottom, and when the biteh passes In or out the cloth will 
full to its place again. Line tbe four sides of the box with thick 
heavy patier, taeked on Instead of pasted, snd fix a cover to the 
box which you can lift off, but don’t line It. Arrange the cover 
with a view to some ventilation, not too much, a very little will 
do. Ltiie the floor of the hox wllh thick paper or old bagging, 
tacking the ends so she cannot scratch it up, and cover wllh fine 
hay or straw, perfectly clean aud dry. When the bitch whelps, 
cuntineu as she will be, suflleient heat will exist to keep her body 
at a good moderate temperature, and with tbe pupplea confined 
in the nest she will make, sullicleut to keep them from freezing. 
Regulate secordlngtothe weathcr,bycoverlngtheentrance and top 
of the hui with old laigglugor cloth, conflnlugtbe beat.ln cold,and 
letting It pass oft hi w-arm weather. As soon os the bitch has 
lluishetl whelping, and got the Utter nicely together, you should 
cciimllze the air by opening the cover to let the steam pass off, 
and while doing this, keep the mother and puppies warm by cov¬ 
ering Uiein with a heavy blanket or soft cloth, keeping them 
very warm at first, and by degrees reducing the temperature, at 
the same time giving the mother about a pint mixture of wsnn 
water, containlog two tablgspoons full of molasses, and one of 
gin. By thus attending to them, you will, in two nr three hours, 
have all In a good natural state, and by opening or closing your 
hox, according to the weather, both mother and puppies will get 
along nicely, aud you will be more thau repaid for your trouble. 
You should give the mother a dose of oil on second or third day 
to clear her out. Quack.

I notice In tbe Cuicago Field of 
January 29, In report of Pittsburgh show, astatement tbatqultca 
number of the entries of beagles from Maryland were of the 
variety known as Bench Leg Beagles. I have seen all the prin¬ 
cipal beagles of Maryland (and owned a few myself) as far back 
as 1803, and I never saw, out of many, a single bench legged one. 
You also state that they can be found In England as a separate 
and distinct type. I have looked carefully over the pages of 
Stonehenge and Idstoiie, hut find no such type mentioned. 
Stonehenge says, on page 131: “The points of the beagle are sim¬ 
ilar to those of fox-bound except as to head and ears,” and who 
ever saw a pack of (ox-hounds wllh bench legs! I see the Forest 
aud Stream of January 27 states that a Dr. Maddux and Geo. 
Bund of -Maryland, owned some, and probably these gentlemen 
can enlighten tbe owners of beagles on this wonderful 
type, as I see they were successful In having a new class formed 
fur them at Pittsburgh. Might It not be possible that these gen¬ 
tlemen have crossed our little straight leg beagle with tbe Dachs¬ 
hunds! Gentlemen, please let us know how you can breed such 
a ilefnrroed dog, and win wilh then*. I am sure tbe breeders of 
beagles In Maryland (or years back never saw such dogs, and I 
know a man sixty-five years old who I tbtiTk owned tbe first 
beagles in this state, and be never saw or owned beagles with 
bench legs, and he thinks such dugs not worthy the name of 
beagle.

The Proposco Gams Law op Wisconsis.— The Hon. .Mr. 
DeLfiiey has introduced a bill in the Wisconsin senate to amend, 
revise anil coillly the game laws ol that sUle. The taking of 
deer In any manner Is prohibited between December 15 and 
Augu. 1 t 25 succeeding. The close season on noodcocka extends 
from December 15 to July 10; on ruffed grouse, partridges, wild 
ducks and snipes from December 15 to August 25. Pro¬ 
hibits the killing of quails, prairie chickens and sharp tall 
grnnse for three years. Prohibits the taking or raoles- 
tatloii of wild pigeons and Insectivorous birds at all 
limes; also the taking of deeer by means of traps, etc.; 
the taking of any game bird or wild fowl by trapping 
or ensnaring, and contiiies all shooting to such gun as can be 
held at arm’s length, and tired from the shoulder. It prohibits 
the selling or having In possesslou of game birds and wild fowl 
during the close seaiton, and the shipping of the same and deer 
out of the state. It makes It unlawful to bunt upon the lands of 
anotlier without hla consent, and authorizes the Governor, upon 
the recommendation of the Wisconsin Fish Commission, or the 
Wisconsin association for the protscllon of game, to appoint fish 
and game wardens, not to exceed one to each county, with same 
powera and compensation in fees as received by sheriffs and 
coiislablee. All fines to go, one-lialf to complainant, and re 
malnder to common school fund. 


Sai.mo\ Hatchery Dkstroveo.— The salmon hatchery be¬ 
longing to the general government, established by the United 
Slatea Fish Commlsslou-at Baird, Cal., was totally destroyed dur¬ 
ing the recent storm. This hatching eatabllahment was very 
complete, and cost about 125,000. Congress will he asked for 
an approprlalloD to rebuild It at once. 


Bounty on II.awks. —TIte lion. Mr. Greiner has Introduced In 
the Ohio legislature a bill providing for a Imuuty of fifty cents, 
to be paid by tUe clerk of each township out of the surplus clog 
tax fund, for the killing of each hawk. The head of the hawk 
roust be produced, and delivered to such clerk as evidence upon 
which bounty will he paid.

The PitoroeEU Game aXd Fjoii Law of Texas. 


-A bill for 


the protection of fish and game in the State of Texas has been 


introduced into the legislature by the Uou. Mr. Perrenot. Its 
provisions may be summarized as follows: HiohIhIts all fishing 
or seining, except with hook and line, between February 1 and 
July l,.aud limits the size of the mesh to lot less than two and 
one-half Inches square. Makes It a misdemeanor to fish In pri¬ 
vate waters used for the propagation of fish for the term of eight 
years, aud penalizes the taking of fish at aoy time by use of 
poisonous substances. Declares it unlawful to take wild deer 
between December 1 and January 1 of each year. Proiilblts the 
killing of the wild turkey between May 15 and September 1; 
prairie chickens between March 1 and August 1; and quails or 
partridges Iretweeu March 1 and September 1 of each year. Pro- 
hibitsentliely the netting of partridges, and raakca the posses 
Sion of venison over ten days after the open .season elose-s, evi¬ 
dence of violation of the law.

By pnnere.I mean those who make up a good sized pariv 
and BO to the lake and camp out, well provided with everything 
calculated to add to man’s material enjoyment, to have a good 
time pnerally, bang away at everything that takes wing, from a 
mud-ben to a goose, hunters, who are not particular as to dis¬ 
tal ce nor the objsct fired at, conslllutlng a kind of gunning pic¬ 
nic, where sociability and much fun prevail, and with a friendiv

After a five hours’ traiun an.i 
making a good bag of snipea-l decline to say how many 'na 
hate bragging—we did ample justice to Mr. Pyle’a New VH.r-l 
dinner. We decided to try the dogs on quails the next day .L? 
were kindly furnished by our host with a letter of lutroluctin„ 
to his father, living on the hills, a few miles dIsUnt, where qualla 
were plentiful. But all aportamen have their nilahaps.and "ihert.hr 
hangs a tale." Our visitor and myself drove out next mornlnv 
to avail ourselves of Mr. Pyle Sr.'s hospitality. On the road w. 
had to paas a noted snipe ground of some ten or fifteen acres- 
hoggy In places, with high rushes, making a fine cover for birds 
We bitched the team to a fence, and the moment the dom 
entered the ruehea, up got several snipes and at the sound of the 
gun, many more rose and quickly alighted again. We saw at 
onee that wo had aome fine ahootlog before ua. 1 noticed mv 
companion make a double shot, dropping both birds—I then 
fired, and after getting my bird, looked around for him and lu' 
he was not to be seen. I called out, aud heard in reply a voice 
like that of Cmsar In the angry flood—"Help me, Ctsalus. or I 
sink.” Hurrying up I found him up to bis waist In a treacherous 
hoghole, bolding on to bis two dogs. After getting out and a 
little scraping off, and a slight refresher of naglee, " aB wont 
merry as a marriage bell.’’ The sun shone out warm, and snipes 
were as thick as we wanted them. About noon we cried 
enough! Putting the birds in the buggy, we started on. * 

Of all tlie shooting In California, quail shooting Is, to the true 
sportsman, the most enjoyable. After putting up a bevy, and 
they have taken a flljijit or two, they lie well to the dog, and try 
both man’s and dog’s best skill to find them. They will hide 
under every small bush, and allow you to walk over them, ere 
they will rise. A dog with flue uose, and who is used to the 
business, will net allow many to escape, but It la exceedingly hard 
work, and requires a brace of goo.1 dogs to find them successful¬ 
ly, besides much endurance, perseverance, and judgment on the 
part of the hunter. But the exercise Is fine, aud a man, in his 
eagerness after the game, goes through much more work than he 
contemplates at starling. He rauat be a good walker, In good 
wind, and a fine shot, to kill qualla lu January. They go like a 
bullet, at ail angles, and will severely test the skill of the best 
trap shot. Mr. Burges proved himself equal to the occasion. 
Killing both quails and snipes lu the very finest style. We hunted 
quails that evening and the next morning, having very good 
shooting Queen Mab and Daisy showed their wonderful aud 
beautiful points to tbe best advantage. I hardly know which I 
liked beat, Mab’s brilliancy or Daisy's steadliiesa; certainly a 
more beautiful brace of dogs I never had the pleasure of shooting 
over. Du returulng to Gilroy, wo look the anipe ground on our 
way, and found nearly as many birds as on the day before We 
found our sporting friends waiting our return, and with theiii 
s^nt a most enjoyable and social evening, and all slncerely 
wlshed that we might have the pleasure of seeing Mr. Burges 
and hla doga every Now Year for many years to come.

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protection, which the Cuvier Club would be Kind to tee idopted. 
And undoubtedly, If eucb & practice bad been adopted during all 
tbeie Winter monthe, when, by reason of the snows, etc., the 
birds were compelled to keep In coveys, and were deprived of 
their usual means of escape. It would have saved many a brood. 

Possibly Just now there la no harm In a pretty general sweep 
of the robbers, but before the Idea takes root that It la a good 
thing to do now and forever, to kill them all off at all times and 
all places, wherever found, and to spare none, the other side 
should be known. 

The fact to bo borne In mind Is, that If extermination Is carried 
loo far. It defeats Itself. There Is ample authority for the state* 
ment that the grouse disease In Scotland was caused In several 
seasons, by too strict an extermination of the depredators. 

The reason Is plain. Nature always proceeds by compensation 
and equalisation, and never suffers her laws to be Infringed with 
Impunity. 

Ordinarily, It Is the weak and diseased birds which Urst fall a 
prey to the captors, because of their Inability to take care of them¬ 
selves. It Is right they should. Those slightly stronger go next, 
and so on, until there Is literally " a survival of the fittest.” 

Now, If the depredators are wholly unchecked, they are liable 
to exterminate their victims entirely. But If, on the other hand, 
the depredators are thems Ives exterminated, the diseased birds 
breed disease, and as overcrowding ensues, the disease Is propa¬ 
gated, and the birds are swept oft as by a pestilence. It Is only 
when a proper demand and supply, so to speak, la kept up, that 
the natural equallzailon Is maintained. 

So you see, that before the Cuvier Club embarks In the bounty 
business. It would require a judicious regulating, which might 
not In all cases be observed. There are those who, when their 
usual occupation of pnt-lmntlog and ptlse shooting got dull, 
might seek to replenish their purses by unrestricted bounty 
money, and Indiscriminate destruction, and who, while pocket¬ 
ing the money of the club, would at the same time chuckle over 
the deceit practiced upon It. Gloan.

The Screech Owl and Scarcity of Oanie. 


A liner Hunt lit the Kaskuskia Bottomland. 

BT NBO BUNTUNS. 

^ In 1853, I think, shortly sfter my return from the disastrous 
Cuban expedition under Lopez. I found myself temporarily lo¬ 
cated St Carlisle, Clinton connty, Illinois. 

There I met s coterie of live, true men—Judge Breese Dick 
Bond, then district attorney, and a dozen more whom I’cannot 
name Just now. To pass the time I went Into a course of law 
study under the judge and senator, and In due course passed an 
exsininatlon, which pronounced me a member of the bar. 

But all this Isn’t the deer bunt, though It Is preliminary 
One day Dick Bond, two or three other citizens, and a couple of 
civil engineers, then surveying a railroad route, came to ask me 
to join In a hunt down the river with hounds. The day was crisp 
cold and clear, the frost bad turned, but not yet stripped, the bot¬ 
tomland of Its foliage, and the trees were glorious In gold crlm- 
* SOD and pale green. ’ 

I never refused a bunt when I could go In the saddle, so I 
mounted a horse well used to tire, took my double barreled muz¬ 
zle-loader, a real .Manlon, loaded with nine No. 1 buckshot to each 
barrel, and “jlnedln.” 

We went several miles below the village where the timber 
spread well out on both banks sad along stretch of prairie backed 
the timber. The leader of the party, Dick Bond, stationed us at 
dUferent stands and then the dogs were set free. 

I remember well the stand where he placed me was on a point 
where I had a good view of the stream, leading each way for 
several hundred yards, and he said the deer would be apt to take 
water there, and I would have a big chance. He advised me to 
dismount, fasten my horse back In the bush, and to take things 
easy. A saddle is the easiest chair In the world to me, and I 
preferred to remain In It, eepecislly as I had made up my mind 
to be ready to change base quickly should I see a deer like to 
make a landing out of my range. 

Bond was off the moment the dogs were set loose, for bis own 
stand, and I was alone—or the next thing to It, with only my 
pet saddle horse for compsoy. '' 

Boon I heard the bounds give tongue, and the music came 
sharp, clear and quick. I knew In a second they were on a hot 
trail, and coming for the river. They had been aUrted In s 
Bwtimpy copic some ways back. 

with both barrels at half cock, ray feet well set In the stirrups 
ready to make a rush If needed, up or down, for s shot, I eat and 
listened while my horse, who had beard*sucb music scores on 
scores of times before, pricked his ears forward and listened 
Nearer and nearer every second, first shove, then It seemed 
below me, came the weird soonds which told of s hot chase. 
Keenly I watched the river, waiting for the plash that would tell 
of venison afloat and swimming for dtar life I Pardon that—I’ll 
not transgress again 1 

Bnddenly, a crash almost behind my back made me wheel half 
around In ray saddle, while I cocked both barrels as I turned. 

One glance, a mighty pslr of antlers tore through the bushes 
to my right not forty yards away. Firing for the head, but low 
down, I let the right band barrel drive as It came to shoulder. 

A leap—B loftier one I never saw, threw the whole deer In 
sight above the buehee, and then down It went all In a heap I 
touched my horse with the spur, sod to four or five leaps he was 
up to the dying holmal. 

To dismount, out knife and bleed It, wae the work of scarce a 
second, and then I sent up a Pawnee yell of triumph that might 
have been heard a mile or more. While waltlog to hear a reSy 
I heard a thrashing In the bushes a little nearer to the river and 
running over thorer found a young doe with three buckshot 
through her neck—one through the spinal bone at the Intereeo- 
tlon of the rboulder, and two through the large neck vein below 
To put her out of misery wae a duty, and that done I again eent 
forth my yell of victory. 

I bad not seen the doe at all when I fired, so the double shot i 
was luck, and nothing elec. 

To make the story short, that was all the venison got by our i 
party that day—as Dick Bond, If yet living, will testify. The 1 
buck had five No. I shot almost In a lump just back of the fore ( 
shoulder, cutting bis heart all up. , 

I bad many a hunt on the Kaskaskta after that, but I never i 
bad quite so good luck sgslu. But shooting there In those days ’ 
was prime for birds ss well as deer. Few Eastern sportsman < 
were ever seen In that section, and the gentlemen hunters of the 
region did not kill to waste. 

And as was the case this time, where they had good fortune i! 
all their friends had the benefit of It, for our meat graced the ’ 
tables of most every citizen of note In the place. I remember • 
well that a bam of that fat young doe went to Judge Breese, and ‘ 
three Winters ago when I was In Warrington, Va., wintering, a I 
fair daughter of the venerable statesman and jurist, spoke of the v 
fact, saying she never remembered to have tasted venison be- 
fore. She was but s child then. 

Only to think, so long ago, and yet I live! Well, well, we ^ 
Old une” have to live till the call Bounds for the happy hunt- “ 
Ing grounds shove.

t EniTORCHiOAOoFiiLD:—An Incident came under my notice 
recently, which Impressed me with the ravages of a small bird 
) known as the screech owl. 

I This little bird, for he is not so large ss he appears, does more 
damage than most people suppose.' Us movements being 
I shrouded In darkness, having the advautsge of all other birds, be 
does not hesitate to attack larger and etronger birds than him¬ 
self, and which la broad daylight would be more than a matcii 
for hill). 

One evening, juat at dusk, a white dove Hew out of the barn 
as Ir frightened, and upon g ilng to discover the cause, I saw 
feathere on the hay, and upon looking closer, discovered a screech 
owl which seemed much fatigued, probably on account of Its 
efforts to catch the dove. I did not wait for him to rest, but put 
an end to the marauder,giving him an eitia tap, for fear he would 
prove a specter owl." 

On another occasion, my uncle had a flue bantam cock whli h 
rested near the house. One evenings noise was beard In the 
direction of the bantam, and on going to look, my uncle found 
a screech owl had seized the bantam by the head, and waa eo 
Intent on making a meal of him that the owl was easily killed. Both 
occurrences happened during severe weather, when the ground waa 
covered with deep snow. An owl that would attack a bantam 
would make havoc among quails and ruffed grouse during the 
still hours of night. 

Would It not be a move In tbs right direction to offer a bounty 
for birds of prey! It would be an additional step toward the 
preservation of game. 

Doubtless many Illinois sportsmen have noticed the decrease 
In the number of game birds, and many see that. In the near 
future, quails, ruffed and pinnated grouse will be only of the 
past. In many parts of the state. Before our game Is extermina¬ 
ted, for those who wish to enjoy the sport of hunting. It would 
he well to replenish by Importing from states where It Is still 
abundant. The sooner this Is done, the sooner will game become 
plenty. The first dllliculty which presents lUelf Is, where shall 
the means come from* Second, what shall we ImportI Third 
where can It be obtained ! ’ 

The means for replenishing should come from those who have 
destroyed It, and from those who would be beuelltcd by having 
It restored. There are thesportsraen and shooters of Illinois, and 
if one In sixteen of Its Inhabitants are sportsmeu and shooters, 
wo then have. In round numbers, one hundred and ninety 
thousand. Suppose each one would give one penny. It would 
amount to $1,900, or $18.90 for each county In the state. .Many 
would think this a small sura to start with, but nevertheless ft 
would go a long way toward exterminating blnls of prey. .Many 
would grumble at thetax.yet would spend live times that amount 
for a poor cigar, and think nothing of It, and I will venture to 
sav, five times that amount Is spent In a single day by the same 
number of men. Now, dear reader, do not take my figures as 

tS ^ 

Look at the success of .Mr. N. K. Fairhank In stocking 
Geneva Lake with fish. Is not the land easier and cheaper to 
restock than the water! Arc not the hablU of game birds better 
understood than fish! 

The qusll would be a good bird to etar^^lth In nearly all parts 
Mthe state, and If properly protected, rfiWld Increase rspldlv 
The drawbacks would be cold Winters, pot-hunters, vermin and 
farm machinery. Next to quails, ruffed grouse arc the best to 
Introduce Into timbered localities. Pot-hunters, and cold Win¬ 
ters would not trouble them much; market hunters do not meet 
with great success In the pursuit of ruffed grouse. The true 
sportsman would find both sport and recreation In pursuit Of 
them. I think ruffed grouse afford more sport foi the same num¬ 
ber of biriy, than either quails or pinnated grouse, for they are 
more difficult to kill. Pinnated grouse Is the finest bird of all, 
and while trapping them continues (and it Is likely to when 
they bring a^t fifty cents each In Chicago), would be soonest 
destroyed. Shall we stand by and see our game all destroyed, 
or shall we re-stock this fair state! If the sUte will not aid In 
this matter, let Individuals move themselves In the right direc¬ 
tion, The Far West sod North will furnish the necessary game.

Editor CniOAOo Field:— Some thirteen years ago when a 
schoolboy, I was quite a sportsman, a lover of hunting, and a 
fair performer with a double barreled muzzle loading shotgun. I 
resided In Alma, Buffalo county, Wis., where game was abund¬ 
ant, especially geese, ducks, brant and chickens. My time waa 
devoted every Spring and Fall In bunting, and In Winter I was 
attentive to sebool. After leaving the country school and the 
many Intorestlng and exciting Incidents of iny hunting days, the 
recital of which would probably occupy too much space lo your 
paper, I became ambitious to be a barber. I have spent nine long 
years at that business, chiefly In the town of Red Wing. Last 
Fall the temptation forhuntlng became so strong that I could not 
resist It any longer. I bought a double barreled breech loading 
Goodyer gun. and one day, with my friend J. Peterson, mv 
partner In business, concluded to go on a hunt to the head of 
Lake Pepin, where the Mississippi flows Into It. Hunting that 
day proved to be amusing lo us; although the game was not 
abundant, our bag counted up seven mallards, four teals, aud 
three CAovas back ducks. ' 

Hunting In general Is not very exciting In thla section of 
country at this time of year except after rabbits, and every one 
that Is able to support a hound. If the time permits him, goes 
rabbit hunting, even If he has to shoot with s Springfield

There Is glass ball shooting occasionally. 

Lately there was a pigeon match on the river, shooting pigeons 
from a trap. That was an organized party, consisting of the 
champion glass ball shooters of Red Wing, Three others and 
myself Gled to be admitted lo the affair by paying the small sura 
of one dollar for ten shots; we all were rejected. We witnessed 
the shMtlng for awhile, and saw that the pigeons escaped quite 
freely by blazlni; both barri'lA at. one pigeon, eo we t'*ok the 
range that the birds flew, and got off the distance of eighty rods 
and held our own match; there were several killed by each of 
us four. My partner and myself had our pigeons pass through 
the taxidermist e hands, and they arc now exhibited in our shop 
with a collection of other birds. In s glass show case We cali 
those pigeons: “The birds that got away.” 

Prairie chiikeus and quails arc not suffering to a great extent 
In this vicinity; although It has Iwen a severe, cold snd tedious 
Winter, the birds have considerable protection In the groves and

Game Notes prom Dakota. —Cantonment, Bad Lands, Little 
Missouri River, D. T .—EdlUtr Chicago Field:—&\aca I last wrote 
you I have been compelled to stay in the house, so I 
have done very little bunting. I rode out about five miles 
a few days since, and saw some eight or ten deer, but only 
managed to get three. Yesterday w'e had a very heavy blizzard, 
and It has driven the deer Into the Bad Lands. An old trapper 
who bangs out In an old log cabin, about ten miles from bere, 
came up to Mr. Moore’s store the other day, and said he strnck 
a herd of about fifty elk; some of the soldiers and the two ludlan 
scouts started down after them, and were gone two days, aod 
brought back three elks, ten deer, and six antelopes. As soon 
as 1 am able, 1 intehd going down the river myself, but It Is ao 
very cold out here that a fellow has to take ro much clothing 
with him that it hardly pays to attempt to bunt now. Sunday 
□Igbt the thermometer showed fifty degrees below zero, and that 
le a little too cold to sleep In a tent, with one Sibley stove. The 
antelopes are beginning to come In among these bills for shelter. 
The old trapper said that he woke up one morning, and when he 
looked out It looked as though eome one bad started a sheep 
ranch on bis claim during the night, lie said if there was one 
antelope, there must have been 500. Mr. Paddo.k, a ranchman 
here, killed eleven In one day, and said be could have killed 
twice that number if he bad wanted to, and I don’t doubt It, for 
he Is an excellent shot. Jack rabbits and cotton tails are very 
plentiful; I saw a man bring lu fifteen rabbits from about six 
hours’ shooting. Chickens are plentiful also, but very tough 
and wild. We are perfectly isolated here now; the trains have 
stopped running, and it is very bard to get any communicatloD 
whatever with Bismarck, but 1 hope that when the railroad opens 
again, I will be able to welcome you or some of your staff, and 
I will guarantee a good time, and plenty of sport. E. P.

The Ohio Law Suepicient if Enforced.— Dayton, Ohio.— 
Editor Chicago Field :—We again bear of the Cuvier Club want¬ 
ing to prohibit shooting In this state the coming Fall. 'TIs true 
that our Winter la loug and revere, but at the same time Bob 
White Is s tough little fellow, and bis keen perception has taken 
him Into good cover. Take any good dog on quails, go out 
among the corn-shocks, hunt thoroughly, aod there you will find 
enough left over to breed the coming season, with a dry Sum¬ 
mer, which usually follows a severe Winter. Should there be a 
scarcity of quails by October 1, a notice to that effect In the 
Cbicaoo Field will reach all sportsmen In the'state, and no 
amniuiiitlon will be used to further thiu out the ranks of Bob 
White. At present let the law'remain as It Is; the more our 
legislature Is bothered on game Ians (when we do not enforce 
what we have) the worse they will make the law for us. Sup¬ 
pose the Cuvier Club get a prohibitory law passed for the com¬ 
ing Fall, will they stay in the state and deprive themselves of 
sport, abiding by their own law I Or will they go where shooting 
can be bad, and laugh at the majority of us at home, with our 
doge, guns, suits, Cuicaoo Field to read, but no sporti No, 
sir; when the majority are to abide by the law, let them make 
the law. For my own part, after reading of the slaughter of 
game birds and fowls by these clubs away from home, on the 
marshes, McPherson lake, Lake Kosbkonong and the prairies, I 
have little faith in their laws. Hands off. L. Rossell. 


Loading Bucksbot.— Mt. Sterling, Ky .—Editor Chicago 
Field :—Vail hit so Close to the bull’s eye in bis article on load¬ 
ing buckshot, that I thought I would write on the subject my¬ 
self. Wbat becomes of the wads between the shot; do they not 
disarrange the flight of the charge, as a whole? I found it so. 
for I have been over the same road, and think I have passed 
where he stopped. I have been much concerued about the best 
way to load buckshot, and have made many experiments, and 
have found the following to fill the bill more exactly than any 
other method. I u.-e an old shell (paper), cut off just below 
where crimped, cut long enough for three or four chambers of 
fours. Slit It open lengthwise, on a loading rammer, and cut 
out enough to let It fit easily In the muzzle. Take an empty 
•hell aod fit a wooden plug in it, enough shorter than the shell 
to admit the cut section, leaving one-fourih Inch projecting. I 
now put In one chamber of shot, using care to select my sizes 
so they chamber nicely. Then roll some paper, about an Inch 
long, to occupy the spaces, fill up with shot, and cut off the paper 
even, which leaves the shot setting evenly, one on Ibecther, and 
they go out of the barrel without any wedging, and' fully repay 
the trouble taken in their preparation. Partridges are doing well 
bere, not many having been frozen to death. Our club have 
moved on the hawks, offering twenty-five cents premium for 
their beads. Vox. 

Tbk Death of F. A. DcRivaoe. -Eagle’s Nest, Stamford, Del. 
Co. N. Y.—.Sditor Chicago Field :—Another link In the chain 
connecting the sportsmen of the past and the present has been 
broken In the death of Francis Alexander Durivage. As a con¬ 
tributor to the sporting press of the country be was widely known, 
and hla writings over the nom deplutne of “Old Un’’ were re¬ 
plete with Information and humor. He also added largely to the 
general literature of his day, having been connected editorially, 
at various times, with leading journals In Boston aod New York. 
Ills death wascaused by an Injury, resulting In paralysis, received 
In 1875, on board the steamer while returning from a tour of 
Europe. Although an Invalid from that time uutil the hour of 
bis death, his literary labors did not entirely cease, and his last 
communication was upon the death of Epes Sargent, another one 
of the “old guard.’’ Hla life numbered sixty-seven years, and 
from the age of sixteen be bad been more or less constantly a 
writer for the public press. His writings will keep bis memory green 
before the people, and his Intimate friends will ever bear him In 
remembrance by recalling hie numberless acts of personal kind¬ 
ness, and the many boura of delightful social Intercourse passed 
la his society.

Notes. 

Kansas Citt, Mo., Feb. 6. —I returned Christmas from South¬ 
ern Missouri. Game wintered well there, deer, turkeys and 
quails. In great numbers, and many left over. Qualls cannot fall 
to do well. 1 killed two pbe.aaants (ruffed grouse), the only ones I 
ever saw In Missouri, except the balance of the covey, which 1 
didn’t kill. Between the Osage and Missouri rivers, the western 
part of the state, quails are not so abundant, owing to the great 
freeze out three Winters ago. In Spring Valley, below Joplin, 
Mr. Hershey Informs me quails are very plentiful. Near Kansas City 
quails have wintered well. Immense fields of corn are yet stand¬ 
ing, offering good shelter and food. The weather has been cold, 
but DO snow. I bunted all during January within twenty-five 
miles of the city, and find quails In excellent condition and there 
will be great numbers left over. Prairie chickens are fat and In 
great numbers In the com-fields, on the prairies near timber. I 
killed twenty-two, while quail shooting during January. I notice 
deer (whole carcasses) In the Kansas City market since February 
1, also prairie chickens hanging out at the restaurants. After a 
few days more of grace, the gun clubs of this city propose to 
prosecute violators of the game laws. Wild geese (Canada) are 
flying to the river and corn and wheat Solda In great numbers. 
The following Is the score of five days’ hunt ending Saturday, 
January 39: R. McDonald—quails, forty-one; rabbits, thirty- 
eight; chickens, one; hawks one; crows, one. W. Lewis—quails, 
thirty-eight; rabbits, forty-one; chickens, two; owls, one. Cro¬ 
cus-quails, thirty-eight; rabbits, twenty-seven; chickens, six. 

Mr. McDonald shot over bis thirteen-year old puppy Ike; Mr. 
Lewis over Houghton’s black getter, and Wamaley’s red Irish 
Qleu, and Crocus over pointer Doc. Cboods. 


Springfield, O., Feb. II.—After eighty-four dsys of good 
sleighing, the weather has become decidedly solpey, plenty 
of rain, and not very cold. We anticipate good shooting this 
Spring on snipes and ducks. From reports gathered at random 
It appears the quails have not been frozen out very badly, and 
next year’s crop will be ample to afford good sport. The legis¬ 
lature have been spouting over a bill offered by a member (whose 
name I esnuot now recall, but Is nevertheless dear to all sports¬ 
men of this state) to give fifty cents bounty on each hawk de¬ 
livered at the Counly Clerk’s olllce. To this bill add pot hunters 
and trappers, and Ohio will soon be swarming with game birds. I 
notice some of our sportsmen are Investing In " blup blood’’ 
stock, which, with our crack natives, will make Interesting times. 
A gun club is needed here to bring out our good shots, of whom 
we have numbers. Am pleased to notice that the Cbicaoo 
Field can now be bad weekly at the Champion Cigar Store, No. 
8 8. Limestone Street, kept by Billy La Rue and Levi Bratsen, 
who are always prepared to welcome sportsmen. Call and see 
them. Rdrex. 

Waukegan, III., Feb. 11.—Prairie chickens are all safe, and 
I think that up to the present date none have perished. A great 
many of them are feeding In the wonde near the lake shore on 
juniper aod kllllkloick berries. Some quails have without doubt 
been burled In the deep snow and frozeu, and a great many will 
starve to death unless the snow soon melts, as the storms of last 
night and to-day will be very bard on them. I am feeding a 
covey of eleven that stay around our barn. I found the remains 
of a covey that had been killed by a fox, and yet some of the 
sportsmen want the fox protected. That is a great mistake, If 
they shoot small game at all, as a fox destroys great numbers of 
all kiuds of game birds.. I like a fox hunt as well as any one, but 
I do not think they ought to be protected, as they are general 
thieves, and an Infernal nuisance in a farming community. I can 
recommend Mr. Margerum’s plan for catching hawks as a very 
good one, and I have caught quite a number that way myself. I 
use a six Inch pole ten feet lou|j[, and set a No. 1 trap on the top 
without any bait. Mack. 

Atalissa, Iowa, Feb. 14.—The quails were doing first rate up 
to the snowstorm of Saturday, and as yesterday was pleasaut, 
they probably did not suffer much. Plenty of snow this Winter, 
and high water this Spring, with plenty of ducks and snipes as 
a concomitant, are looked forward to by the sporting men around 
here. I am glad to see the reports from Chicago In regard to the 
.Mogner case, and from Iowa with Hefner left behind. “Bully," 
as wc used to say In the army. Who comes next! One of the 
club members sent In and got a Fox gun from the agency In 
Chicago, and la well pleased with It, as Indeed all are who have 
seen and examined It. It does good execution too, breaking 
nine out of ten glass balls thrown from a Stock & Morris trap, 
which, by the way, Is a hard trap to shoot from when pulled with 
any nerve. Wapsiepinicon. 

Kalamazoo, Mien., Feb. 10.—The Kalamazoo Gun Club was 
organized about a year and a half since, and we have done some¬ 
thing In the way of protecting game, but have been unable to 
arrest its steadily Increasing scarcity. Last year we joined 
the State Sportsman's Aesoclstton, and sent two delegates to the 
late Annual meeting at Lansing. Qualls and grouse|nsve been more 
or less Injured by the late severe weather, but I doubt If serious 
loss has beeu sustained on this account. I learned of one lu- 
Btance where a ruffed grouse was found frozen ou his perch, and 
one or two bevies of quail are thought to have succumbed. I 
hear, however, of several places where quails have come to the 
barn yard for shelter and food. As much corn Is still ungathered 
In the field, It is unlikely they will suffer greatly, as quails are not 
given to fasting under such circumstances. Rotberford. 

Medora, III., Feb. 11.—Qualls and rabbits are quite numerj 
ous In this vicinity; the post oak brush le full of them. I think 
I can find a dozen coveys of quails wlthlo one mile of my place. I 
do not know of a single Instance of quails freezing to death, and 
they are well protected by game laws, good use of their wings, 
and very thick bruab. There has not been any violation of the 
law, to my knowledge. There Is no Bportsinen’e club, or game 
protective society bere, but what la still better, we have got law- 
abiding citizens, and most of them are very poor shooters. Open 
weather, and all the boys are gazing southward for ducks.

Emporia, Kan., Feb. 7.—Qualls have wintered here finely, 
none up to this time, having perished from cold. Our fall of 
snow has been very light, weather steadily cold, but the season 
being open, game of all kinds has done well. There are no end 
to quails Id this sectlan of Kansas. Ducks and geese are com¬ 
ing In In large numbers. The snipe shooting will be fine, as wo 
have had a good rain, and I think we have the best snipe grounds 
In Kansas, only line mile from Emporia. H. L. L. 

Brewsters, N. Y., Feb. 3.—A good number of quails are 
Wintering here, but the snow and cold weather have made it 
bard picking for them. Woodcocks were very scarce the last sea¬ 
son on account of dry weather. Ruffed grouse have been very 
scarce for the past two years, probably on account of the price 
they bring In the New York market.' Red foxes are very plenty, 
but deep snow has prevented their being hunted to any extent.

Pbaikie Citt, III., Feb. 13.— I wish to put lu a word for the 
wild turkey. 'The law allows them to be shot too soon, when 
they are small and with the mother, and the pot-hunters will kill 
most of them before they are large enough to keep out of 
the way.

Camden, N. J.—IMifor Chicago Fieid: — In answer to J. P. 

L. , Rusbvllle, III., on tbe subject of steel shells, I would sty that 
they were made lu England some years ago, but were not favor¬ 
ably received by the public, and had only a small sale. They re¬ 
sembled a Draper brass shell without tbe head; a lip around the 
edge prevented tbe shell from being carried away, and aided in 
Its extraction. It used the ordinary gun caps, and they were often 
blown back by heavy charges, and stuck Id tbe plunger bo1e8,aDd 
led to the escape of gas at tbe breech. I think they could be 
procured In Loudou at Reilly & Co.’s, 502 Oxford St., or at any 
large gun store there. The shells rust easily and have too many 
faults to recommend them, and our American brass ones are 
much better. There Is also a pin-flre steel shell, capable of re¬ 
loading, made In Paris and Geneva, which looks very much like 
the ordinary paper case. I believe some are galvanized in tbe 
same way as the Howard steel head paper shells of New Tork. 
Another correspondent In your last Issue says he cut tbe anvils 
out of Sturtevant brass shells to improve them, and uses the U. 

M. C. paper shell, Orcutt primer instead. I have done this, but 
only after the anvils, by constant use, have been ahot out with 
the charge, and I find one primer will stick just as much as the 
other It left In some time and allowed to corrode. The Hobbs, 
and the Sturtevant movable anvlla were Invented to do away with 
the bother of a needle In tbe loading stick, which often snaps off 
In the primer, or else misses the vent, and puts dents In the heads 
of the shells Instesd. It Is, on the whole, decidedly better to 
leave tbe anvils where they belong, than to cut them out.

kondlshun, dey drag de sand and fill dem buckets wld bait; dey 
greed’ an so I went long, an dansed till Jese bout an hour ago!’ 

pe morning was lovely. The sun rose clear, but along the 
windings of the stream a slight fog or mist was perceptible. 
Our first cast was within twenty steps of the tent; the fish took 
the bait ravenoualy, aod In a few hours we bad creeled a due 
mcM. Ike cleaned and cooked them, and a more sumptuous re¬ 
past a king could not have made. As was our club custom a 
pipe and an hour’s iSap followed; the Parson was In great glee, 
he had scored the largest bass, and was eager for the afternoon’s 
work to begin. 

“George,’said he, ‘ shall we try the same place or take one 
bucket of the largest minnows, and go down to the pool!' 

Here Is where I killed the five and a half pound bass the 
year previous, and the moat beautiful spot I ever saw For a 
ml e before reaching the pool, the stream rushes down a sharn 
fall, part of the way between precipices so steep that no human 
can scale them; at the end of one of these, there Is an abrupt 
turn and at the base of a perpendicular fall, the water eddies and 
whirls, making the pool referred to; the water is at all times 
coldest I know of In any part of the state; to 
fish here, only one angler sb mid attempt, as the only accessible 
point to cast from Is a narrow projection of rock so close to the 
fall that the spray from the splashing water wets you through In 
a few minutes. However we both tried It, but I dlscovere* the 
water was rising rapidly, lessening our footing at every moment. 

1 cautioned the Parson to look out and leave the point before 
the water rose on him, and with that, clambered up the rukeed 
banks to essay my luck elsewhere. * sfs 

“ On returning to camp and nnt seeing my friend, I rather sus- 
pecteAsome mlsbap had befallen him, so I told Ike to come 
with me and we would look him up. It was a hard walk to add 
to what I had already done during the d.y, but I was repaid by 
the ludicrous scene which followed, and the subsequent gratitude 
Of P Its. Long before we reached the place, I could hear bis 
stcntKHlan voice above the roar of the caUract, singing ‘ Away 
over in the promise land.’ Ike and I rushed on with all possible 
haste, and In a few minutes more, caught sight of him, sUndlog 


precisely In the same spot, but In water nearly retching bis shoul¬ 
ders. To get at him was the trouble. The whirlpool bad spread 
with the rising waters, and was circling arouijd the Parson like a 
mill race. The point of rock on which be wa^etandlug was at 
least fifteen feet from the main land, and nothing to throw out 
to him to lake hold of. Ike ran back nearly halfway tocamp, and 
procured two fence rails; these we at last managed to get out to 
him. I was frightened out of my wits, but he seemed unaware of 
his danger and was constantly asking what should he do with 
Ills rod; said I 'Bather the rod, think of your owu safety.’ At 
last he took a rail uuder each arm, and waded cautiously toward 
me; as soon as be reached Ills depth In the water, he threw me 
one end of his rod with which to prevent his doatliig off with the 
eddy. Just then the rod came unjoluted, and Well sure be 
would be swept away, but fortunately he bad reached so near the 
shore, that Ike by taking hold of a bush and leaning out over the 
water, caught the end of the disjointed rod, and pulled him 
safely ou terra flrma. I can see the old man’s fsca now, as be 
bowed down on his knees to return thanks for his deliverance- 
he was certainly a laughable picture. As the water rose, he 
rolled up his pants, and continued to do so until It had risen 
beyond where he could roll them further, then he bethought him 
self of his pocket Testament, and to keep It dry had placed It In¬ 
side his hat, apparently unmindful of himself until too late. 
When hla devotions were over, he said; 

“ ‘George, If that creek hadn’t of risen on me I would have 
caught a monster. I hung him twice, seeing him each time. I tell 
you he was a whopper.’ Turning toward Ike, he thanked him 
In the name of his wife and children,and promised to bo his friend 
until death. 

This ended the sport, the water becoming too muddy to fish, 
so the next morning we were up early and on our road back to 
town. 

The old fellow could tell some excellent anecdotes, and was 
full of life, but I never saw him laugh as be dl l when I told him 
about Joe Wheeler.’’ 

“What joke Is thatyou have on Joel’’ demanded the whole party 
at once. 

“Joe and I belonged to the First Tennessee, at the outbreak 
of the war, and chanced to be stationed near the Chickaraauga 
river. Said he, ’If we hail some tackle and a few minnows, I be- 
llet-e we could have some sport In the stream ’ I was only too 
happy, and set about rigging up a couple of lines, while he un¬ 
dertook the halt question. Both succeeded admirably; the rig 
was primitive, but with such as It was we set out on the expedi¬ 
tion, * 

‘Joe, how many minnows did you get!' I asked. ‘Mighty few ’ 
said he, ‘but they are beauties, I took them with hook and line 
here they are.’ I had scarcely thrown In my line when a fine bass 
look my bait, and number one was landed, then another and 
anolber; all the while Jiie did not get so much as a nibble. I 
asked for another minnow, but he swore they were all used up 
and we of course bad to stop fishing.

Btraccse, N. Y. 

Editor Cziicaoo Field: —All good fiportfimeo’B eyes in-thla 
vicinity are already aparkling In anticipation of a Spring, Summer 
and Autumn eenson of much more than ordinar) pleasure; every- 
thing Indicates It. Each succeeding year improves In this resp. cf, 
thanks to wise legislation for fish and game protection, and effi¬ 
cient officials to enforce the laws. I doubt If there la a section 
In tbe whole country where more has been done In this direction 
than here In Central New York. 

Seth Green hsa Just published In the Rochester papers some 
good counsel, as to how and where to catch black bass and salmon 
trouttbecomlng Summer. He says, among other things: 

‘ There will be good salmon trout and black bass fishing next 
Summer In the following lakes: Otsego, Canandaigua, Keuka, 
Owasco, Hemlock, Skaneatales and many other small lakes we 
have been stocking. May, June and July are the best months 
for salmon trout, as they bite all day, and during the month of 
Augiut they begin to bite at daylight, and stop at about 10 a. m. 
Gn Keuka Lake, Yates county, I took In oneafternoon Idsalmon 
trout, which weighed 118 pounds. During the month of May, 
June, and the fore part of July, the ealmon trout feed on tbe top 
of the water, and are trolled for tbe same way pickerel are trolled 
for on the 81 . Lawrence, except that you use two hundred and 
fifty feet of line, with a ten-foot gut leader and gang of books 
attached, and use minnows for halt. I fished parts of two days 
In Otsego lake. Tbe first day I caught eleven, and 
the eecoud ten salmon trout. I caught them on the 
top of the water. At the Three Mile Point House 
you can get halt and full Instructions how to pnt them on your 
Looks. Liidleswhoarefond of fishing will find the above way 
very pxcltlrfg. I tan take more salmon trout In Otsego, Keuka, 
or Hemlock lakes, than I can of pickerel anywhere In the St. 
Lawrence river, and tbe lady anglers can do the same If they 
have the right rig and have their booke properly balled. When 
you have booked one of them you will have plenty of business 
on hand for the next twenty or thirty minutes. Then you will 
‘he li»l> Are landed you will have some- 
Ih Dg to look at that will do your eyes good, and will tickle your 
palate when they come on the table. If you wish to send fish to 
your mends It can he done, and not have them spoil before they 
reach their destlnatlou. There are all the conveniences for shlp- 
plng ovar at band—railroads, steamers and Ice, and men to pack 
and ship them—and your friends can have them for dinner the 
day after they are caught.”
